’ was reached on Friday last, in the share- 
‘dealing’ case Branpt v, Woxo Lat Sumo, 
whenActing ChielJustice Fizipine CLARgE, 

_ in summing up, plainly stated that he was 

‘compelled’ to arrive at ‘the conclusion 
either that the plaintiff had been guilty’of 
. fross perjury, or that he was the victim of 

" a-fraudulent and wicked conspiracy on the 
part of the defendant and his witnesses. 
And no ‘other opinion could reasonetly 
have been come to, the assertions on oat! 

. of the opposing parties in the witness-box 
leaving no: room for doubt that one: side 
or tha other ‘had determined to win, If. 
hard swearing could doit, ee 
: The question at issue was in itself of 
comparatively minor importatice. Branpt, 
it appears, had sold to the defendant on 
August 29th fordelivery on October 31st 
50'shares of the China Sugar Refining Co. 
at the rate of $270 per share. Prior to 
the date for delivering these shares the 
defendant, who js compradore to Messrs. 
Dovcias Laprarx & Co., had become 

- jnvolved in financial difficulties, and a, writ. 

- ‘of execution at the instance of the plaintiff 
was actually out against him on or about 
October 28th. According to the plaintif’s 
story, on the. date last named he saw 
defendant, who told him he could ‘not 
take up the fity shares,-and wanted 
‘them sold ‘and the difference charged to 
him, giving him time to pay.” Plaintlf 
swore that, he refused to make’ this 

arrangement until the old debt. was wiped 
off, and that he again. saw defendant on 
October 31st, and. handed ‘him a -formal 
letter to the effect that thé shares were at 
his disposal and must be taken up before 
'3-0'clock that afternoom Defendant again. 
expressed his Inabllity to take délivery, 
of the shares, and later in the day plaintiff: 
Wrote another letter stating that he 
had disposed of the shares, and claiming a 
difference of $2,400.

babilities of thecase. We.cannot attachthe 


so 
serious, doubts 

‘to the meeting” at the. Race-course on 
Christmas day between Branot and 
Sauer, when the former is alleged to 
have tried to suborn the latter, expressed 
a doubt that any. such meeting, ever.took 
place, and said: it-was an “‘incident” that 
tended to throw doubt In hls mind’ on the 
other evidence given by Mr. Sasugt. That 
this meeting did take pla.e’ we happen 
to know; ‘what actually ‘transpired, 
‘however, rests on the respective oaths 
of the two persons immediately concerned. 
‘Again, it is difficult: to understand what 
interest, what inducement. the witnesses 
for the delence could have had in entering 
into the vile conspiracy so plainly indicated 
byghe Judge’s summing up. So far as 
“the evidence shows, neither Mr. Sauvet nor 
Mr. Raxyaun had anything to gain by the 
success of the defendant, and it is surely 
impossibleto believe thatthey woulddareso 
muchi to gratify petty spite against the 
plaintiff] However, without attempting to 
question the accuracy of the verdict arrived 
at, we cannot but regret thatthe Acting Chief 
Justice did not see his way to take further 
action in vindication of public justice, after 
his very strong expression of opinion that 
deliberate perjury had been.committed.
